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FOREWORD 


The present publication of "Cancer Incidence in Sri Lanka 1995“ is the 5th in 
this series the first was published in 1990, enclosing the cancer regislry data for 
the year 1985. 

National Cancer Control Programme was established by the Ministry of Health 
with the assistance of the World Health Organization in 1980, However, till 1990 
whatever statistics available on cancer was from the Epidemiology unit of the 
Ministry of Health* only in 1990 we were able to prepare the first cancer regislry* 

These registries consist of statistics obtained from ihree institutions where can- 
cer patients are treated i.e. Cancer Institute Maharagama and Cancer Units at- 
tached to General Hospital Kandy and Teaching Hospital Galle. fn these institu- 
tions cancer patients received both in - door and out-door treatment* 

The present cancer registry publication provides the cancer incidence for the 
year 1995. It does not provide a community based cancer incidence. Its figures 
are obtained from three institutions mentioned above* This registry assumes a 
short fall of 10*20% of the actual population based cancer registry. However, this 
registry being prepared, periodically, certainly indicates the trend. It provides in- 
formation regarding primary stie* sex, ethnic group etc* tec. 

Mortality data in this volume were obtained from the Registrar General's De- 
partment, where official mortality data of the country, are maintained. Mortality 
data includes broad categories of the primary site, age specific mortality & crude 
death rates in various broad categories* However* it does not provide details re- 
garding the primary locations of cancer because these secondary information may 
not be much accurate for primary locations as most registrars of deaths, who are 
primarily responsible for recording the cause of death, are non-medical persons* 

In addition to tabulation of individual core data* this publication provides sev- 
eral important statistical measures such as age adjusted incidence rates for World 
Population and Population in Developing Countries, median age, lifetime risk etc,, 
for each primary location of cancer 


For the first time, present volume attempts to provide the Cancer Survival prob- 
abilities. Though it does not cover all the deaths and follow-up information of all 
patients due to various practical reasons it would certainly be useful to make an 
assumption about the pattern of the cancer survival*

GEOGRAPHY AMD DEMOGRAPHY OF SRI LANKA 

Sn Lanka or Ceylon as it was known for many centuries is an island located in me center 
Of the Indian Ocean and in the vicinity of southern tip of the Indian sub continent 
approximately on Northern latitudes S’ to 9- and Eastern longitudes 70° to 80°. 

Area 

The island extends in the N-S direction to 445 km 
and maximum breath is 225,3 km. The total land 
area is 65,610 km r which includes about 982 km 3 
of inland waters. One fifth of the total land area 
of 6.56 million hectares is forest and forest re- 
serves and aboul quarter of the land has already 
been used for agriculture purposes 



Climate 

The climatic condJlion of Sri Lanka is effected by its proximity to the equator and the 
monsoons. These conditions slightly differ from hill country to low country. The mean tern* 
perature ranges from 1 a 0 C to 24° C in hill country and from 26? C to 28° C in other pads 
The hill country receives sufficient rain and rest of the island maintains tropical climate 
with less than 200 cm of annual rainfall. 

Population 

According to the fast census held in 1981, the reported population was 14.85 million and 
this comprise four major ethnic groups namely Sinhafa. Tamil, Moor and Burgher by 74.5%, 
18.1%, 7 1% and 0.3% respectively. The reported sex percentage in relation to female 
was 48 5% and the distribution of population among urban, rural and estate areas were 
21 .5%, 72.2% and 6 3% respectively. The estimated population for 1995 was approximately 
18,14 million. ' 

Economy 

The country's economy has been liberalized since 1977 which resulted fo expand the 
economic activities. Per capita income for 1995 was about US S 710. In formation of the 
GDP in 1995 Agriculture and Manufacturing sectors contributed 23,0% and 15,7% 
respectively while the economic growth rale was at 5 5%, 

Vital Statistics 

The Literacy Rate of Sri Lanka exceeds 90.0% and is an one of the best in the South Asia 
region. The fast census in 1981 reported that life expectation at b rth for mates and fe- 
males are 67.8 and 71.7 years respectively. The vital statistics in 1995 indicates that the 
Crude Birth and Death Rates are 1 0.9 and 5 8 per every 1 ,000 persons respectively. The 
Fertility Rale is about 85 per 1 ,000 females aged 15-49 years while the Population Growth 
Rate at 1 .4%. The infant mortality rate for the year was about 16 5 per 1 ,000 population.

Statistical Terminology 


Incidence 

The term incidence is defined as the ratio of number of patients developing a particular 
disease end the average population at risk for a specific lime period. Normally this *s 
expressed as per 100,000 population. 

Mortality 

The term mortality is defined as the ratio of number of deaths due to a particular disease 
and the average population fora specific lime period at a given geographical area. Normally 
this is expressed as per 1 ,000 population. 

Standardization 

The basic idea in use of standardization is that allowing the adjustment for discrepancies 
in age structures between the standard population and a special population. This vofume 
considers two standard populations the World Population and the Population of Develop- 
ing Countries, 

Life Time Risk 

The life time risk is defined as the probability of developing a particular disease during the 
life time of a person living in a specific community. 

The measure of life time hsk included in this volume are subject to assumption of life 
expectation at birth of Sri Lanka population is 70 years. 

Calculations 

The methods of some important calculations included in this volume are, 
t. Crude Rate 

is calculated by dividing the total number of cases encountered In the year with the 
estimated mid year population at risk. 

2, Age-specific Incidence Rate 

ts calculated by dividing the number of cases in each five year age groups with the 
estimated mid year population at risk of the corresponding age groups. 

3* Age-Specific Death Rate 

is calculated by dividing the number of deaths reported In e specific age group 
with the total number of deaths of the population reported in the corresponding age 
group * 

4, Standardized Incidence Rate 

can be regarded as a weighted mean of age-specific incidence of Sri Lanka popu- 
lation, using the percentage of each age interval of the age structure of the stand- 
ard population. 
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5, Ufa Time Risk (Percentage Cumulative Incidence Rale) 

Cumulative Incidence Rate (CIR) is the sum of the incidences of each and every 
single age groups. When it expressed as a percentage, CiR can be used as a good 
estimate for life time risk, fn this publication CIR Is calculated over the interval of 0- 
70 years. Selection of the 0*70 age interval is due to Sri Lanka‘s actuarial life ex- 
pectancy which is dose to 70 years in both males and females and beyond this 
interval detection ot cancers in the extremely elder cases which are often found 
incidentally or after death and which are little relevance lo the health of the people.
